The arts of record used as the basis for the previous rejection, Whitehead, et al. (US 
Patent 6085030) and Mandal et al (US 20030204557 do not expressly teach or render 
obvious the invention as recited in independent claims 18, 28 and 31-33. 



a. As to claim 18, the art of record does not expressly teach a computer system 
server for invocation of an object in a base object library via a remote access object 
library comprising a processor operable to: 

receive an indication of invoking a traversal method in the API object in the 
remote access object space; 

identify, via an object identifier in the indication/the corresponding native object 
in the base application object space; 

determine a related object associated with the native object in the base object 
library; and transmit to a remote access object space, via a traversal service and the 
object identifier, an instantiation of the related object, the related object corresponding 
to the association to the native object in the base object library and the instantiation 
received from a copied object of the related object, the instantiation maintaining a 
dynamic link to the related object, when taken in the context of the claim, as a whole. 
More over, the art of record does not provide a basis of evidence for asserting a 
motivation driven from the art or from one knowledgeable in the art, that one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have modified a computer 
system for remote invocation of an object in a base object library via a remote access 
object library to combine the disclosed limitations as recited in the context of Claim 18. 

b. As to Claim 28 being directed to a product causing the computer to perform 
steps for defining and deploying a remote access object library corresponding to a base 
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application object model having substantially the same limitations as Claim 18, this 
claim is allowable for the same reasoning as recited in Claims 18 above. 

c. As to Claims 31 and 32 being directed to a product causing the computer to 
perform steps for remote invocation of an object in a base object library via a remote 
access object library having substantially the same limitations as Claim 18, this claim is 
allowable for the same reasoning as recited in Claims 18 above. 

d. As to Claim 33 being directed to a computer system for remote invocation of 
an object in a base object library via a remote access object library having substantially 
the same limitations as Claim 18, this claim is allowable for the same reasoning as 
recited in Claims 18 above.
